ILLIAAM by the Grace of GOD, King of Great-Britar, 

France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, To 
Vacers of Our 
Privy Council, Meſſengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in that 
Part, conjunctly and leverally ſpecially Conſtitute, Greet- 
ing, Foraſmmchas, It 1s Inconliſtent both with the Honour and Intereſt of 
this Our Ancient Kingdom, that any perlons ſhould be tranſported out of 
the ſame, either by Natives or Forraigners to Plantations belonging to For- 
raigners not Natives of this Kingdom, without leaveand allowance firſt ob- 
tained from our Privy Council : Therdfore We with Advice of the Lords of 
Our Privy Council, Do hereby ſtrictly Prohibite 'and Diſcharge all Perſons 
Maſters or owners of Ships and others whatſoever, whether Natives of this 
Kingdom or Forraigners,to preſume to take up, engadge or carrie Abroad any 
of tie Subje&ts of this Our Antient Kingdom, in Order to their being Tran- 
ſported to the forelaid Plantations after the day and date hereor, without 1i- 
cence firſt obtained from Our ſaid Privy Counci!,nder the pains to be repute 
and puniſhed as Men-eallers,and to be proſecute accordingly. OUR WILL 
IS HEREFORE, and We Charge you ſtrictly and Command, that incon« 
tinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, yepals to the Mercat Croſs of Fdinbureh,and to 
the remanent Mercat Croſles of the hail Head-Burghs of the ſeveral Shires and 
Stewartries within this Kingdom, and there in Our Name and Authority 
by open Proclamation, make Publication hereof, that none may pretend Ig- 

noran e, and ordains thele preſents tobe Printed.
